Persons in Puerta del Sol, where 
activity had been renewed dur! 
the recent lull in artillery, 
were caught unawares when the 
first shell struck. The square was 
quickly deserted. 

As the attack continued into the 
daylight hours the area of destruc- 
tion spread over a considerable part 
of Central Madrid. 

Government batteries opened a 
counter attack. When the firing 
finally tapered off the street cars 
began moving and people went 
cautiously about their day’s work.

SENATE PASSES 
HOUSING BILL IK 
MODIFIED FORM 


Measure Authorizes Bond 
Issue of $700,000,000 
In Next Three Years for 


Program. 


LIMIT OF $4000 
IS REAFFIRMED 


Interior Department Given 
General Supervision of 
Administration of Proj- 
ects. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. — The 
Senate passed a modified Wag- 
ner Housing bill today and sent it 
to the House. 

The vote was 64 to 16. 

The bill would authorize a bond 
issue of $700,000,000 in the next 
three years and an initial appropri- 
ation of $26,000,000 to make loans 
and grants to public housing au- 
thorities for construction of low- 
rent dwellings and slum clearance. 

The measure was one of the ma- 
jor points in President Roosevelt's 
legislative program. 

Most of the discussion centered 
on restrictive and clarifying amend- 
ments, many of which were adopt- 
ed. They included an amendment 
placing the proposed housing au- 
thority under the supervision of 
Secretary Ickes’ Interior Depart- 
ment. 

$4000 Limit Retained. 

One of the principal changes was 
a restriction proposed by Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, that no new 
housing project could be built with 
Federal aid at a cost of more than 
$4000 a family unit or $1000 per 
room exclusive of land cost and 
expense of slum demolition. 

The Senate eliminated from the 
bill a section which would have 
authorized the Government to build 
and operate demonstration projects 
at the rate of $25,000,000 a year. 

It added a requirement that each 
housing project be accompanied by 
proportionate slum clearance. It 
specified that not more than 20 
per cent of all funds should be 
spent in any one state. 

Membership of the proposed ad- 
ministrative board was reduced 
from five to three and made bi- 
partisan in character. 

A provision requiring President 
Roosevelt’s approval of loans and 
grants for housing construction or 
slum clearance was added at the 
request of Senator Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky. 

Interest Rate Increased. 


The interest rate on Government 
loans for housing was increased 
‘one-half per cent over the going 
Federal rate (or what the money 
cost the Government).

The National Association of Hair-

The association, which is seeking 
more vigorous enforcement of ex- 
isting beauty school and shop regu- 
lations to end the alleged practice 
of working students without pay on 
unsuspecting customers, and other 
abuses, refused to participate in a 
public hearing before Dr. Harry F. 
Parker, State Health Commissioner, 
at Jefferson City yesterday. Dr. 
Parker told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er he would arrange another one 
at the association’s request. 

Sperber said the refusal was 
based on the fact the association’s 
delegation had gone to Jefferson 
City expecting to present its mate- 
rial to Dr. Parker in private and 
was not prepared for a public hear- 
ing. He also objected that no ade- 
quate notice of the Jefferson City 
hearing was given. 

Suggests Hearing in City. 

He suggested the public hearing 
should be held in St. Louis, prefer- 
ably in the Municipal Auditorium, 
where it would be more available 
to St. Louis complainants. 

“Many of those injured by pres- 
ent practices can’t afford to go to 
Jefferson City,” Sperber added. 
“We think the members of the State 
Board of Health should be present, 
that adequate notice should be 
given ,and those who have testi- 
mony to give be assured against 
intimidation.” 

Sperber explained he was not 
critising Dr. Parker, but said the 
association had complained several 
times before.

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PUBLIC MAY VIEW 
COMET ON SUNDAY 
AT OBSERVATORY 


Washington U. Offers Use of 
Telescope—Phenomenon 


Visible to Naked Eye. 


Anybody who wants to get a good 
look through a telescope at the 
newly discovered Finsler’s comet 
as it is making its way across the 
Northern sky can do so Sunday 
night between 8:30 and 10 o’clock 
at the Washington University Ob- 


servatory. 

On that night Dr. Jessica Young 
Stephens, assistant professor of as- 
tronomy at the university, prompt- 
ed by the 50 persons who came out 
on their own accord last night, will. 
hold open house. The telescope 
will remain trained on the new 
comet and views of other celestial 
bodies will not be permitted. The 
observatory is on the north side of 
the university campus, east of the 
Women’s Building. 

Dr. Stephens observed the comet 
through the telescope last night and 
said it was also visible to the naked 
eye “if you knew where to look.” 
She said the map published in the 
Post-Dispatch last Saturday was a 
good aid to finding the comet which 
is closely following the path out- 
lined there. 

“As seen through the telescope 
the comet is a bright nucleus of 
light surrounded by a hazy ring,” 
Dr. Stephens said. “The tail is vis- 
ible through the telescope or field 
glasses, but not to the naked eye 
yet. The tail is growing larger, 
however, as the comet nears the 
sun. Tonight the comet will be 
about one-third of the way up and 
a little to the left of an imaginary 
line between the pointers of the 
Big Dipper and the Pole Star.”

NAVY UNDERBIDS 


PRIVATE BUILDERS 
$10,000,000 A SHIP 
Continued From Page One. 


yards not only are as high or 
higher than those in private yards, 
but that navy yard employes also 
enjoy annual leave of 26 days on 
full pay, and a cumulative annual 
allowance of 30 days’ sick leave. In 
addition the navy yards are re- 
quired to charge in their overhead, 
which includes the upkeep of navy 
personnel at the yards, together 
with the quartering and subsistence 
of officers. 


Limit on Profits. 


Nor, it was pointed out, is there 
any room for difference in the cost 
of materials in favor of the navy 
yards. The difference, if any, 
would likely be in favor of private 
contractors, who have their own 
permanent sources of materials, 
while the navy must buy in the 
open market. Navy vessels are 
built to extremely rigid specifica- 
tions, and every bolt and nut is 
installed under navy inspection and 
supervision, regardless of where 
they are built. 

Under existing law, private con- 
tractors are limited to a net profit 
of 10 per cent on navy construc- 
tion. Their accounts are audited 
by the Treasury Department, and 
any profit in excess of 10 per cent 
must be refunded to the Govern- 
ment. Obviously, the 10 per cent 
profit would not offset a 33 per cent 
difference in the bids, nor could the 
remainder be accounted for by the 
excess in private overhead. 

Experts who speculated yesterday 
on the possible explanation of the 
great difference pointed out that 
the design of the new ships will 
be revolutionary, due to changes in 
modern warfare caused by the use 
of aircraft and submarines, and that 
it might even be necessary to alter 
the present designs before the ves- 
sels are completed. It was sug- 
gested that the private contractors 
had framed their bids to insure 
the. profits against every conceiv- 
able contingency. 


“omparative Costs. 


Examination of the records shows 
that the last battleship built in a 
navy yard was the California which 
was commissioned at Mare Island, 
Cal., in 1921. Her tonnage is 32,600 
—only 2400 tons less than that of 
the two vessels to be laid down this 
year. Yet the cost of hull and ma- 
chinery was only $15,406,638, and 
the cost complete, with armor and 
ordnance, was $23,491,403—less than 
half the lowest bid submitted by a 
private contractor for the hull and 
machinery of the two projected 
vessels. 


The newest battleship now in ser- 
vice is the West Virginia, built at 
the Newport News Ship & Drydock 
Co. and commissioned in December, 
1923. Her displacement is 31,800 
tons. The contract cost of hull and 
machinery was $16,156,984: cost 
complete with armor and ordnance, 
$26,694,809. 


Of the 15 battleships now in ser- 

vice under the expired treaty limi- 
tations—to which the navy still 
adheres—seven are now classified 
as “over age.” Accordingly, Ad- 
miral Leahy has announced that 
the navy will ask Congress next 
year for funds to build new battle- 
ships, in addition to two new 
cruisers,

China for Agreement for Flotation 
of $100,000,000 Loan. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Chinese 
embassy announced last night that 
Dr. H. H. Kung, Finance Minister, 


had reached “agreement in princi- 
ple” for the flotation of a Chinese 
loan of 20,000,000 pounds ($100,000,- 
000) in London. 

Dr. Kung, in Paris, declared the 
loan must “not under any circum- 
stances” be considered a war loan, 
although China is faced with the 
threat of war with Japan. 

American, French and Belgian 
financiers had shown much interest 
in the loan, said an embassy spokes- 
man, and it was planned to raise 
the money through a banking syn- 
dicate of which J. P. Morgan is a 
member. The loan will be secured 
on revenues of China’s customs tar- 
iff. He indicated it would be used 
largely to refund old loans at lower 
interest rates. 

He said the British Government 
had given its consent, “because 
without its consent there would be 
no loan.” 

Before going to London Dr. Kung 
spent some time in the United 
States. 

Discussions of the loan, he said, 
were opened before Chinese and 
Japanese began fighting in North 
China July 7.

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INQUIRY INTO HOSPITAL 
PATIENT'S REMOVAL 


Father Says He Was Ordered 
To Take Injured Boy From 
City Institution. 


Dr. Edward C. O’Brien, Assistant 
City Hospital Commissioner, said 
today an investigation was being 
made into a complaint by Edmund 
Zeman, owner of ‘a printing estab- 
lishment, 2527 South Jefferson ave- 
nue, who said he was told at the 


emergency receiving room to re- 
move his injured 4-year-old son to 
another hospital, because he was 
financially able to pay for medical 
treatment. 

Zeman said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that his son was injured 
about 10 a. m on July 19 by a 
truck, one wheel of which ran over 
the fleshy part of the boy’s right 
leg above the knee, but caused no 
fracture. 

He said he took the boy to the 
hospital, where physicians bandaged 
the wound, but did not stop the 
bleeding, or clean the wound in 
tne cinders were imbedded. An 
attending physician and a woman 
there asked him about his ability 
to pay, and when he told them he 
was willing to pay for any treat- 
ment necessary, he said the woman 
told him he would have to remove 
the boy to another hospital. 

“I don’t believe they gave the 
boy the emergency treatment he 
should have received,” Zeman said. 
“He was not taken to a ward and, 
of course, I thought she meant I 
was to take the boy to another 
hospital right away. My family 
physician who examined the boy, 
said the emergency treatment was 
not sufficient.” 

Zeman took his son to Lutheran 
Hospital, where his family physi- 
cian and a surgeon operated and 
re-dressed the wound. 

Dr. Avery P. Rowlette, City Hos- 
pital medical director, in a letter 
to Dr. O’Brien, who asked for a 
report on the complaint, said that 
either the boy’s mother, who also 
had come to the hospital, or the 
father, had told the receiving room 
physicians that the boy was to be 


removed to another hospital, when 
informed an operation was neces- 
sary. Dr. Rowlette said the sug- 
gestion was made by one of the par- 
ents first, and removal of the boy 
was not imposed by the receiving 
room physicians. 

Hospitai records show that the 
boy was received at 11:30 a. m.,, 
Dr. Rowlette said, that the wound 
was not bleeding, but was imbed- 


ded with dirt and cinders, that an 
‘antitetanus serum was 


adminis- 
tered, and the wound bandaged. 
In cases when an operation is 
indicated, and a responsible per- 
son desires removal of the patient 
from the City Hospital for an op- 
eration elsewhere, Dr. Rowlette 
said, it is the practice of the hos- 
pital not to prepare the wound for 
operation, because many private 
physicians object, wanting to make 
the preparation in their own way. 
He said he considered the emer- 
gency treatment adequate and that 
the Lutheran Hospital reported hav- 
ing received the. boy at noon. Ze- 
man said, however, it was about 
four hours before he got his son to 
the Lutheran Hospital, taking him 
there in his own automobile.

The amendment to strike out the 
restrictions lost on a teller vote, 
92 to 135. This was less than the 
two-thirds majoritl which would be 
needed to override the veto threat- 
ened by the President yesterday 
if the restrictions were rtained. 

Ld by a bloc of Representatives 
from sugar producing and refining 
states, the House rejected the 
amendment offered by Chairman 
Jones (Dem.), Texas, of the Agri- 
culture Committee to make the 
measure conform with the chief 
executive’s wishes. 

The bill would allow Hawaii a 
refined sugar quota of 29,616 short 
tons and Puerto Rico a quota of 
126,033 short tons. The adminis- 
tration insisted the islands had the 
right to send their full raw sugar 
quotas to the United States in the 
form of the refined product. 

Debate Before Vote. 

Before the vote was taken Chair- 
man Jones told House supporters 
of the bill they would be “wise”. 
to accept the administration view 
on the legislation. 

“I believe,” Jones said, “the 
true friends of this legislation, if 
they are wise, will accept. this 
amendment. I hope those who want 
to secure legislation will not permit 
their pride or feeling to control 
their judgments.” 

He added that President Roose- 
velt and the State, Interior and Ag- 
riculture Departments “insist upon 
elimination of this restriction as a 
matter of principle.” They feel, he 
said, that the restrictive provision 
discriminates against the islands. 

Pointing out the proposed legisla- 
tion would be in effect only until 
1941, Jones said the amount of re- 
fined sugar imported from Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico would be little dif- 
ferent whether the restriction were 
deleted or left in the bill. He pre- 
dicted the islands could not refine 
their full faw sugar quotas during 
this period because of lack of facili- 
ties. 

Other Support for President. 

Representative Hope (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, ranking minority member of 
the Agriculture Committee, joined 
Jones in support of the President’s 
views. 

He declared the restrictive provi- 
sion was designed to “help the re- 
fining sugar trust,” and added, “I 
hope that those members of my 
party who want a chance to vote 
against the administration will find 
a more worthy cause on which to 
do so.” 

He said he could not understand 
why the domestic beet sugar grow- 
ers should “line up” with domestic 
cane refiners when the latter “has 
opposed protection for the beet 
growers during the last 40 years.” 

Representative Cummings (Dem.) 
Colorado, leader of the beet sugar 
bloc, declared “beet growers deemed 
it necessary to join refiners to 
“save the domestic producing and 
refining industries.”

SUBWAY HEAD ASKS LEWIS 
TO HELP UPHOLD CONTRACTS 


Says C I O President Won’t Rec- 
ognize Railroad Unions’ 
Agreements. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6—W. S. 
Menden, president of the Brooklyn 
Manhattan Transit Co., operator of 
one of New York’s major subway 
systems, made public last night a 
letter addressed to John L. Lewis, 
chairman of the Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization, requesting 
co-operation in keeping labor con- 

tracts valid. 

“We firmly believe you desire to 
recognize the obligations of exist- 
ing contracts,” the letter said. “We 
cannot believe that you will repu- 
diate the contracts herein described. 
They were validly made by an inde- 
pendent method of collective bar- 
gaining under a plan initiated by 
the United States courts and super- 
vised by the public authorities 
when first placed in operation. This 
plan has continued successfully for 
nearly 17 years.” 

The letter related that at the re- 
quest of the Transport Workers’ 
Union of New York City, a CI O 
affiliate, an election had been held 
among B. M. T. employes to deter- 
mine their representatives for col- 
lective bargaining purposes, Motor- 
men, signalmen and towermen be- 
longing to the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Signalmen of 
America, members of the “big four” 
railroad unions, asked to be ex- 
cluded from this election since they 
had a contract with the B. M. T. 
running until October, 1938. The 
Labor Board excluded them from 
the election in which 11 or 12 units 
voted to have the Transport 
Workers’ Union represent them. 
Following the election Menden said 
that Michael J. Quill, president of 
the C I O union would not recog- 
nize the contracts of the motormen, 
signalmen and towermen.

Notice May Be Sent Out When 
Money Has Been Received, 
4 Deputy Collector Says. 

The habit taxpayers have of mail- 
ing income tax payments on the last 
day before penalties start accruing 
results in occasional billing for de- 


linquency when payments actually 
have been made on time, Waller 
Edwards, Chief Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue here, explained 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Edwards described the handling 
of receipts at the quarterly peak 
periods after a taxpayer had com- 
plained about receiving a_ delin- 
quent notice for his June 15 instal- 
ment when he had mailed the pay- 
ment in time. Edwards said the 
collector’s office force is swamped 
during the peaks and sometimes 
gets several days behind in the 
posting of payments,

5? ANKING, Aug. 6.—Americans 


were reported today to be fleeing 
the Yellow River to safety 
jn the south and even in Nanking, 
ese capital, an exodus was on 

fear of an air attack from the 

SS aew, southern terminus of 
the railroad from Peiping, became 
the new concentration point of 
armed forces with the Japanese 
army advancing from the north 
and the Chinese armies being 
rushed from the south and west 
to halt Japanese advance. 

The isolation of Peiping was 
proken with the departure of the 
first train for Tientsin. One hun- 
dred Americans and other foreigners 

aboard the train. Most of the 

ricans were visitors who had 
peen stranded by the crisis. 
Gas Masks Purchased. 

A Nanking air defense associa- 
tion bought gas masks, trained its 
members, and told the people what 
to do in the event of bomb or gas 
attacks. Such simple directions 
were necessary because most of

WOMAN SHOPPERS 
ORGANIZING IN CITY 


Aim Is to Assist Workers Who 
Wish to Improve Their 
Status. 


A committee to plan the forma- 
tion of a St. Louis branch of the 
League of Women Shoppers was 
formed yesterday at a meeting at 
the Park Plaza Hotel at which 
Miss Jane Filley Kauffman, for- 
mer St. Louisan and now an inves- 
tigator for the league in New York, 
explained the league’s operation. 
About 30 women attended. 

Since women have 90 per cent of 
the buying power they can wield 
a powerful influence in assisting 
workers who wish to better their 
status, Miss Kauffman declared. 
The league, she explained, tries 
first to bring workers and employ- 
ers together when there has been 
a dispute. If that fails and a strike 
is called, the league then offers to 
help through boycotts, picketing 
and advertising the case of the 
strikers. 

Before assisting the strikers, 
however, the league seeks to learn 
whether they are justified in their 
position, Miss Kauffman pointed 
out. In response to a question she 
said that when investigation shows 
the employer is right, the league 
does not picket for him but con- 
tinues to buy at his store, thereby 
showing disapproval of the strike. 

One tactic is to have members 
whose charge accounts are large 
protest to the manager of a strike- 
bound store, if the workers appear 
to be in the right, Miss Kauffman 
continued. Another device is to 
send a member to such a store, 
have her make many large pur- 
chases and then have her cancel 
the order when she sights the 
pickets. 

Miss Dorothea de Schweinitz, re- 
gional director of the National La- 
bor Relations Board in the St. Louis 
district, urged her hearers to seek 
information about unions directly 
and not to depend solely on chance 
remarks by husbands or friends. 
At a Smith College reunion which 
she attended recently, most of the 
alumnae knew little about the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, “except that they were 
something awful,” she said. 

Women must become economists, 
she contiuued. “If we knew how 
some of the money we spend has 
been earned we'd be mighty un- 
comfortable,” she said. 

Mrs, Christine Cain, secretary of 
the Laundry Workers’ Union, spoke 
briefly on the campaign to unionize 
laundry employes. She said if a 
branch of the League of Women 
Shoppers were established “it can 
certainly help us.” 


SIT-DOWN STRIKE TESTIMONY 
ADMITTED AT FLORA HEARING 


N L BR B Examiner Hearing Furni- 
ture Company Case Adds He May 
Later Exclude Such Evidence. 

FLORA, Ill, Aug. 6.—Trial Ex- 
aminer Henry J. Kent of -Detroit, 
in the National Labor Relations 
Board hearing of unfair labor prac- 
tices against the Kuehne Furniture 
Manufacturing Co., yesterday re- 
versed a previous decision and ad- 
mitted testimony relating to sit- 
down strikes with the reservation 
that such testimony might later be 
stricken from the record. 

Kent previously had ruled test- 
timony regarding acts of violence 
on the part of strikers or the com- 
pany was not admissible. In ex- 
plaining his decision Kent said: 

“I may later decide that testi- 
mony given by former employes of 
the respondent company regarding 
participation in or knowledge of 
so-called sit-down tactics is of the 
same type of testimony regarding 
alleged acts of violence. In either 
case my reason is the same, The 
witness in testifying to any knowl- 
edge of either is liable to incrim- 
inate himself or make himself 
liable to an action that might be 
filed against him in chancery court 


| and involving damages or criminal 


action. This hearing is concerned 
only with such evidence as can be 
brought under section 8-1, 8-3, 8-5 
of the Wagner Act. Unless I dis- 
cover prejudice that I do not think 
exists I will later be in sympathy 
with a motion to strike testimony 
regarding the sit-down feature and 
place it in the same category with 
acts of violence.”

The resolution, presented by the 
Zionist labor bloc which controls 45 
per cent of the voting strength of 
the congress, actually would eme- 
power the Zionist Executive Come 
mittee to “conduct negotiations for 
the purpose of ascertaining pre- 
cisely the scope of the British Gove 
ernment’s proposal.” 

Most observers believed the meas- 
ure would be adopted; it already 
had the approval of many delegates 
opposed to the letter of the Royal 
Commission’s plan to parcel Pales- 
tine into sovereign Jewish and Arab 
states and a newly mandated terri- 
tory that would include Jerusalem, 
Nazareth and Bethlehem. 

The resolution would require the 
Executive Committee to report the 
result of its negotiaitons to another, 
specially elected Zionist Congress, 
but would prohibit the executives 
from making any commitments. 

The majority decision of the 
American delegation was reached 
at a caucus last night under the 
chairmanship of Louis Lipsky of 
New York. Dr. Stephen S. Wise, 
president of the Zionist organiza- 
tion of America, and Rabbi Abba | 
Hillel Silver of Cleveland, principal 
American opponents of the parti- 
tion, were absent. 

The vote was 16 in favor of the 
labor resolution, four against and 
two abstentions. The delegation 
designated six members as spokes- 
men in the political debate today, 

Three of these favor the negotia- 
tions, Abraham Goldberg of New 
York, Rabbi Barnett Bricker of 
Cleveland and Rabbi Solomon Gold- 
man of Chicago. The other three 
are opposed—Dr. Wise, Rabbi Silver 
and Mrs. David De Sola Pool of 
New York. 

Chief Jewish opposition to the 
British plan, brought forward early 
last month, after 14 troubled years 
of the British mandate over Pales- 
tine, came from those who felt the 
proposed Jewish state would forbid 
any considerable immigration in 
pursuit of the ideal of a national 
home.

The yaps 
now starving on 160-acre quarter-sections 
are to be transported to farms of 1000 acres 
or more, provided with free houses, stock 
and machinery, and so started upon careers 
of gaudy prosperity.

A competent observer estimates that in 
an average of eight years, the houses will 
be wrecks, the stock will all be dead, the 
machinery will be rust and the yaps will 
be bellowing for help again. 

In brief, the whole Dust Bow! is complete- 
ly hopeless. It is not fit for agriculture; the 
cost of restoring it to grazing would run into 
billions. Its essential trouble lies in the er- 
ratic nature of its rainfall. All the rain it 
gets comes in occasional deluges, with long 
periods of drouth between. _ During the 
drouths, the plowed soil turns to dust, and 
most of it is blown away. What remains is 
washed out by the next deluge. 

Political quacks have been operating upon 
the poor imbeciles of this Gehenna since 
the days of the first settlements. Kansas 
alone, as everyone knows, has produced 
enough such frauds to outfit a country 10 
times as big as the United States. 

There is only one political issue in the Dust 
Bowl, and that is, How much will you get for 
us? To be sure, it is rare for a farmer any- 
where to ask any other question of a candi- 
date for office, but inthe Dust Bowl they ask 
it oftener, and believe more of the answers. 
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The New Deal charlatans have now driven 
out all competitors by promising them more 
than they have ever been offered before, 
even by such virtuosos as Sockless Jerry 
Simpson and old Charlie Curtis, the Indian.

For while here and there one 
can no doubt find Southern manu- 
facturers who could easily be made 
to pay higher wages, it is reason- 
ably certain that the great bulk: of 
Southern industry enjoys no exces- 
sive profits. 

If this law really does what its 
Northern sponsors mean to have it 
do, it will in effect prevent the 
cheaper but less efficient labor of 
many Southerners from competing 
in national markets. This labor 
will either become unemployed or 
will be forced back into those local 
industries, trades and_ services 
which are not under Federal regu- 
lation. 

Now, the really impoverished la- 
bor of the South is just there on 
the marginal lands and in local 
jobs—entirely beyond the reach of 
this new Federal board. It will not 
be helped by the new law, and, in 
fact, it will be hurt in so far as the 
law prevents any considerable num- 
ber of Southerners from earning 
their living in interstate commerce.

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CITY’S VOTING PRECINCTS — 
INCREASED FROM 718 TO 782 


Election Commissioners Make 
Change to Relieve Congestion 
on Election Day. 

An increase in the number of the 
city’s voting precincts from 718 to 
782 was decided upon yesterday aft- 
ernoon by the Board of Election 
Commissioners. The purpose is to 
make the maximum number of vot- 
ers in any one precinct not more 
than 660 to relieve congestion on 
election days. 

The board first thought of in- 
creasing the number of precincts to 
about 800, but decided this would be 
too costly, in view of the fact that 
to man and equip each additional 
precinct would cost $50 a precinct 
each day the polling place is open. 
The cost of the additional 64 pre- 
cincts under the plan adopted will 
be $3200 a day, the principal item 
being the $6 a day salary for six 
election judges and Clerks per pre- 
cinct. | 

New precinct lines will be worked 
out in preparation for the first reg- 
istration under the new law, which 
will be held some time after it be- 
comes effective Sept. 6. The board’s 
task is somewhat complicated by 
the fact that in establishing new 
precinct lines it must observe pres- 
ent congressional, State senatorial, 
State Representative and Justice of 
the Peace district boundaries. 

The number of precincts, which 
was 670 for several years, was in- 
creased to 718 for the general elec- 
tion last November by dividing 
some of the larger precincts into 
A and B units.

UANCER HOSPITAL GETS 
$10,000 ANONYMOUSLY 


Barnard President Announces 
Another $1000 Gift to 
Buy Radium. 


A $10,000 gift to Barnard Free 
Skin and Cancer Hospital for re- 
Search work was announced today 
by Alfred Fairbank, president of 
the board of directors. At the same 
time he announced the hospital had 
purchased $1000 worth of radium 
with funds given by another anony- 
mous donor. 

The gift for research came in 
response to Fairbank’s request in 
his annual report last year for $5,- 
000,000 in new endowment. The en- 
dowment was needed, he wrote, to 
produce income for more adequate 
care for patients, care for those 
able to pay something, more def- 
inite follow-up after patients were 
discharged and for a greatly in- 
creased and strengthened research 
department in cancer and skin dis- 
eases. 

In spite of the purchase of $1000 
in radium, Fairbank said, the hos- 
pital still has less than the mini- 
mum requirement suggested by the 
American College of Surgeons for 
concer hospitals. 

The new radium cost $30 a milli- 

gram, in contrast to the price of 
$120 a miligram about 10 years ago 
and $40 as recently as last year. 
The price has been falling as a re- 
sult of the recent discovery of rich 
radium ore at Great Bear Lake, 
Canada. The Canadian ore is said 
to be richer than any discovered so 
far. 
Fairbank also related 
circumstances leading up to 
the anonymous gift of an $11, 
000 X-ray machine, reported in the 
Post-Dispatch Oct. 26 last. It 
was prompted, he said, by admira- 
tion for the courage with which the 
late Edward Bronson Corbett faced 
death from cancer. 

A friend of Corbett telephoned a 
physician at the hospital, told him 
he wanted to make a gift and asked 
what the hospital needed. Not cer- 
tain that the caller was able to 
make a large gift, the physician 
suggested, nevertheless, that the 
primary need was a new X-ray ma- 
chine, which would cost $11,000. 
The man agreed to make such a 
gift.

AUTOMATIC PAY INCREASES 
FOR EAST ST. LOUIS TEACHERS 


Board of Education Adopts Sched- 
ule After Long Discussion; 
440 Affected. 

The East St. Louis Board of Edu- 
cation voted last night to put into 
effect a schedule of automatic in- 
creases in salaries for teachers with 
continued service. The schedule 
will affect 440 teachers and increase 
the total payroll $26,700 next year. 

Details of the schedule, which 
has been under discussion since the 
close of the school year, are as fol- 
lows: 

Elementary and seventh and 
eighth grade junior high school 
teachers: Start at $1000 a year, with 
$50 annual increases after two 
years, reduced to $25 in the seven- 
teenth year; maximum for those 
lacking college degrees, $1825 and 
for those with bachelor degrees, 
$1900. Teachers in ninth grade 
junior high school, senior high and 
supervisors: Start at $1200, with 
70 annual increases after two years, 
reduced to. $50 in the twentieth 
year; maximum for those lacking 
degrees, $2250; for those with bach- 
elor degrees, $2440; for those with 
master degrees, $2640. The maxi- 
mum for elementary school prin- 
cipals is $3250 and for high school 


principals $3500.

Astronomer Asks a 
Star Gazers to Watch 
seids Next Week. 


By the Associated Press. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 6.—A mil- 
lion volunteer watchers are wanted 
to count the Perseid Meteors which 
will make their annual appearance 
the nights of Aug. 11 and 12. 

The call for them was issued 
Pennsylvania  as- 
tronomer. For several summers 
spectators have been counting these 
meteors, giving the number seen 
hourly, 
Society through Prof. Olivier. 

The counts enable astronomers to 
get a better idea of the nature and 
habits of meteors, which are bits 


of dust, or chunks of stone or iron | 


constantly flying free in space. 
Seen Best in Northeast. 

The Perseids are named for the 
Constellation Perseus, from which 
they appear to come. This con- 
stellation rises in the Northeast. 
The meteors may be seen in all 
parts of the sky, but the best place 
to look is northeast early at night 
and overhead from midnight on. 

These meteors have never failed 
to appear each midsummer since 
they were first reported 1106 years 
ago. They are little things, about 
the size of grains of wheat. Travel- 
ling 40 miles a second they burn 
from friction in the air with the 
momentary brilliance of stars. 

“This August,” said Prof. Olivier, 
“the maximum of the Perseid Me- 
teors occurs at a time when the 
moon will set in the early hours 
of the night, and hence will give 
an excellent opportunity for seeing 
the meteors at their best. 

“While the actual maximum oc- 
curs on the night of Aug. 11-12, as 
a rule, on both the night before 
and the night after, as many as 
50 meteors per hour are often 
seen, when the observer is away 
from artificial lights and in a good 
place for observation. 

Reports Are Welcome. 

“The American Meteor Society, 
whose headquarters is at the Flow- 
er Observatory, Upper Darby, Pa., 
will welcome reports of all kinds 
made by persons during the sev- 
eral days before and after the 
maximum, as well as on the night 
of maximum itself. 

“Untrained observers can do best 
by counting every meteor seen per 
hour and continuing such counts 
for several hours. Careful hourly 
counts, permitting us to derive the 
density of the stream, are very 
valuable. 

“Requests for further informa- 
tion and the reports themselves 
should be mailed to Prof, Charles 
P. Olivier, at Flower Observatory.”

spades!” This is ¢ontract’s lamest 
alibi. O, it probably was true 
enough that the waile. had y 
reason to believe that the key card 
in question was in declarer’s in- 
stead of partner’s hand. But the 
point is that it was not a case for 
dreaming bi. for bold exploration. 
I refer, of course, to those situa- 
tions in which the failure to play 
partner for a certain card is tan- 
tamount to “giving up” such a hand 
as the following: 


North, dealer.

South’s two no trump was a 
stretch. His good club fit did not 
compensate for his shortage of half 
an honor trick. South shculd have 
responded with a mere “two clubs.”

West opened his fourth est dia- 
mond. East, instead of playing his 
ace by rule of thumb, made the 
correct play of the jack. East 
reasoned logically that, on the bid- 
ding, West must be decidedly shy 
of side entries, whereas East him- 
self had a heart stopper and pos- 
sible stoppers in clubs and spades. 
If West’s diamond suit were five 
long, declarer had three and these 
were, in all probability, headed by 
at least the king. To play the ace 
on the first round would give de- 
clarer the chance to hold up the 
king until the third round and, sub- 
sequently, take all the finesses into 
East, thereby effectively shutting 
West out with his long diamonds. 


The jack play forced declarer to 
accept his king at once, since he 
could not tell but that a diamond 
continuation would trap his only 
stopper under a possible ace in the 
West hand. After winning the dia- 
mond king, declarer guessed the 
position of the club queen and ran 
off four clubs. On the third round 
West had the inspiration to discard 
a heart. East noted this and of- 
fered thanks that his partner was 
keeping the diamond suit intact. 
On the fourth round, which came 
from dummy, East signaled with 
the nine of hearts, to advise West 
that he need not worry about that 
suit. West dutifully discarded an- 
other heart but, when declarer fol- 
lowed his club piays by leading. 
three rounds of spades; West, on 
lead with the queen, proceeded to 
disgrace himself.

Enjoy a Good 


: Mystery Tale?

VEN the Archbishop of York 

Ek admits that he is an addict of 

detective stories. No doubt he 

is an adept in solving the crime, 

which shows that he is wise, even 
if he is a Bishop. 

Who does not enjoy a good mys- 


tery story, with at least one blood- 
curdling murder in the first chap- 


word puzzle. 

On a winter evening by a cozy 
fire, or on a wet day at a summer 
resort, we like to be taken out of 
ourselves a bit. We want a gilt- 
edged yarn and a detective with an 
affidavit face. 

It ought to be in a strange, eerie, 
creepy setting too, where anything 
might happen—an old castle which 
cries out for a murder, with cor- 
ridors dim with shadows and rich 
in mysteries. 

Good writing: makes the_ story 
easy to read, but no one wants fine 
writing, polished and shining. No, 
the story is the thing, and we do 
not want other things, like learning, 
lugged in. 

But it must be an honest story, 
as the Archbishop insists. That is, 
all the clues must be fairly laid 
out, and the solution arrived at on 
the basis of those clues alone—not 
others. 

Real clues are what we want, 
plus, of course, the ingenuity of the 
detective. It is not fair to have the 
crime committed by some nobody 
dragged in, perhaps, in the very 
last chapter. 

No, the classic models are the 
best. They avoid wit, sentiment, 
learning and love-stuff. Dr. Wat- 
son was never witty. Sherlock 
Holmes never fell in love. Nor did 
he show off his learning. 

The French have a way of mak-

With a real story we can try our 
wits, summon all our’ suspicions, 
watch the detective, and have a 
good time.

Waits on Table but 
Rebels at Answering Front 
Door.

Dear Mrs. Post: 
E have a man and wife to 
do the work in-our house. The 
wife cooks and together with 
her husband takes care of the gen- 
eral housework. He waits on table 
and works in the flower garden 
certain days, and is called upon oc- 
casionally to drive the car. I have 
asked the husband to answer the 
front door on the days that he is 
not in the garden and he has re- 
belled. His wife tells me that he 
thinks when he is doing housework 
of every description it is not possi- 
ble for him to look presentable at 
all times to answer the door. Do 
you think I have made an unreason- 
able request and if you do, will you 
suggest a reasonable compromise? 
Our house is of average size and we 
have two half-grown children. 
Answer: This is the type of ques- 
tion that cannot be answered with- 
out knowing a great deal more 
about your house and its work than 
I do. Usually, however, a married 
useful man who waits on table 
takes turn with his wife in answer- 
ing the door. But it is not reason- 
able to ask him to be houseman and 
gardener and chauffeur all at the 
same time. In other words, he 
ought to be finished with every- 
thing that interferes with the neat- 
ness of his appearance by whatever 
time you expect him to be present- 
able at the door. 


Dear Mrs. Post: I remember 
reading in your column directions 
for passing serving dishes at the 
table where there is no servant to 
take them from one to the other, 
and wondered if perhaps in our ser- 
vantless house we are following a 
custom that is provincial. For exe 
ample, the platter of meat and the 
dinner plates are set before my 
husband who carves and then 
passes each plate to his left up to 
me at the other end of the table, 
and I put on the vegetables and 
send it down the other side to be 
kept by the lady on my husband’s 
right, if there is a guest of course.

VALUATIONS RANGE 
UP TO $15,000,000 


Assessed Figure for Taxa- 
tion Is $5,500,000—De- 
cision Yet to Be Made by 


Commissioners. 


The all-important question of 
whether the Federal Government 
has enough money earmarked to 
buy the 37-block site of the river- 
front Jefferson Memorial was raised 
in an answer to the condemnation 
proceedings filed in United States 
District Court late yesterday by 
Julius T. Muench, former City 


Counselor, in behalf of a family of 
property owners. The fund set up 
is $9,000,000. 

Recently the Government decided 
to await a report of condemnation 
commissioners on the value of the 
site before acquiring any property 
there, abandoning an earlier inten- 
tion to make direct purchases from 
willing owners. 

Valuations ranging from $5,291,- 
000 to $15,000,000 have been assigned 
by proponents and opponents of the 
memorial in the prolonged litiga- 
tion, while assessed value for tax- 
ation is about $5,500,000. If the 
commissioners, who have not yet 
been appointed, should determine 
the cost at more than the $9,000,000 
available, that would be another 
hurdle for the Government and the 
memorial proponents to get over. 

Summary of Allegations. 

In some respects, the allegations 
in the answer filed by Muench are 
in harmony with attacks on legality 
of the whole proposal made by Paul 
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Teetered Out O. Peters, executive directér of thé 
Citizens’ Nonpartisan Committee, 
in an interview in Wednesday's 
Post-Dispatch. Principal allegations 
by Muench in opposition to the 
condemnation include the follow- 
ing: 

The $9,000,000 fund, consisting 
of $6,750,000 allotted by President 
Roosevelt from 1935 relief act 
funds and $2,250,000 contributed 
by the city from a bond issue, is 
insufficient to pay for the site. 

Congress has not made a neces- 
sary specific appropriation of 
money to pay for the property. 

The historic sites act, under 
which the memorial is planned, 
does not provide for use of Fed- 
eral funds in condemning real 
estate, and the 1935 relief act 
does not authorize expenditure of 
funds for purposes of the historic 
sites act or those described in 
the President’s allocation order. 

As an illegal delegation to the 
President of legislative authority, 
the 1935 relief act is invalid, and 
the act does not authorize ex- 
penditure of the $6,750,000 for this 
site. 

Authority is lacking for the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to accept 
or spend the $2,250,000 put up by 
the city. 

The site does not possess excep- 
tional value as a historic area, 
as it includes only three small 
parcels of historical significance. 

Doubt As to Further Funds. 

Mayor Dickmann, ardent spon- 

sor of the memorial conceived as a 
$30,000,000 undertaking with the 
Federal Government paying 75 per 
cent of the cost, said on his return 
from Washington early this sum- 
mer that there was doubt the Fed- 
eral Government would appropriate 
funds beyond the $6,750,000. He 
hoped, however, that the Federal 
Government would gradually com- 
plete the work, using funds regu-
